Since President Truman is a’product of the 
old Pendergast political machine in Missouri, the 
President's assurance that his present tour is 
“non-political” is slightly naive. 

The President’s remarks about how he epects 
to handle the Republican controlled Congress 
when he gets back to"Washington is an admis- 
sion that the presidential tour has at least a 
political cellophane wrappen around it. 

If the tour is political, President Truman has 
no right to use government funds to pay for 
his epenses. The President is entitled to make 
a political tour just as much as any other po- 
tential presidential candidate. In that case, how- 





- ever, he should be using his own personal funds 


or he should petition the National Democratic 
Committee to underwrite his barnstorming. 
Simpke, elementary justice requires this. 
Furthermore, it is unfair for the President to 
utilize the free use of the big radio networks to 
deliver his speeches under the guise of a “non- 
political’ tour, while preventing representatives 
of the Republican Party, whom he is opposing, 
from securing the same free radio facilities. 
The President would have secured greater pres- 
tige by staying at home or, at least, by announc- 
ing that he would indulge in certain specific 
political presidential speeches, along the way. 
The American people are getting sick and tired 
of the way in*which their money is being thrown 
around:in' Washington: They are weary'of being 


told that the only way to. secure the friendship / 


of foreign nations is to buy it. Friendship can 
never be boaght. 


The Truman-Vandenberg proposal that we must 


continue to buy foreign friendships is equivalent 
to an endorsement of the principle of blackmail. 
American citizens are beginning to ask how 
mueh’ they must keep on paying just to have 
England and France and all the other kindly 
Nations demand at the pistol point of threaten- 


If we must pay and 
pay and pay for friendship, the day will come 
when the American) Nation will have nothing 
left with which to pay and no friendship from the 
payments already made.

In Council Letter No. 193, recently issued Mr. 
Merwin K. Hart, President of the National Econ- 
omic Council, Inc, addresses a plea to each Del- 
egate to the Republican National Convention, as 
follows:

Already UN has created a vast spiderweb, of 
agencies designed to entrap the economic, po- - 
litical and social life of the whole world into-an 
all-embracing collectivism.

Christian people who have vague- 
ly thought that “God gave the land to the Jews” 
so that we ought to help them dispossess the 
Arabs, had better examine the terms under which 
God gave them the land in the first place. They 
were promised the land upon the condition of 
obedience and told that if they were not obedient 
God. would take it from them. God did take it 
from them, and the prophets of Israel declared 
in the Old Testament it was taken from them 
for that reason.

Christian prophecy speaks of a return of Jews 
to Palestine in the last days, at the return of 
Christ, but only when they have repented and 
turned Him whom they first rejected. It is notor- 
ious that Political Zionists who have swarmed 
into Palestine are irreligious and bear a special 
hatred to Christianity and its Divine Founder. 
How any Christian can be deluded into think- 
ing it a Christian duty to aid Zionists, who are 
too often atheists, to reconquer the land made 
Holy by Christ, is hard to understand. 


The immoral attempt of Zionists to take Arab 
land by force and to set up a government based 
upon the rights of an invading minority as against 
a majority long in possession, is of no interest 
of the United States.

By the time these words appear in print book- 
stores and publishers throughout the US.A. will 
have been deluged, I trust, with orders for three 
potentially epoch-making Encyclicals proniulgat- 
ed by the Holy See.

The three potentially epoch-making Papal En- 
clycais in. question are “Rerum Novarum,”

munjom,” which were issued in May 1891, May 
1931, and March 1937, respectively. Think not 
for a moment, however, that it was only In 
The Year Of Our Lord 1937 that The Holy 
See became aware of the menace which we now 


know as The Bolshevist Beast, The Beast of Bol- 


shevism, and/or Cominternism. 
On the contrary! 


Unknown to, or rather unrealized by, the great 
majority of Catholics and Non-Catholics alike, 
Cominternism was denounced by The Apostolic 
See almost as soon as it’ was conceived in its 
modern form; and was agin denounced as soon 
as it began first to show signs of popularity- 
gaining strength among thoughtless persons. 


On November 9th, 1846, for instance, in The 
Encyclical “Qui Pluribus,” Pope Pius IX sol- 
emnly condemned Cominternism as “that infam- 
ous doctrine of so-called Communism which is 
absolutely contrary to the naturallaw itself; 
and which, if once adopted, will utferly destroy 
the rights, property, and possessions of all men, 
and even" society itself.” 


Kings ene December 28, 1878, in The Encye- 
lical “Quod Apostolici: Numeris” Pope Leo XIII 
warned with due solemnity against Comintern- 
ism by declaring, that “Communism is a fatal 
plague which insinuates itself into the very mar- 
row of human society only to bring about its 
ruin.” 


“Qui Pluribus,” be it noted, was issued more 
than a century ago; while “Quod Apoltolici Nu- 
meris” has been available as a guide to mankind 
for almost t hree quarters of a century! To 
neither of these warnings did any of the world’s 
so-called statesmen pay any attention, however; 
nor, with few exceptions, did those in positions 
of leadership give heed when Pope Pius XI de- 


¢lared unequivocably in The Papal Encyclical . 


“Atheistic Communism” on March 13, 1937, that 
“Communism is intrinsically wrong, and no one 
«who would save Christian Civilization may col- 
laborate with it in any undertaking whatever.”
